1 . Claims 24-29, 32, 34-59 are allowable over the prior art of records. 

2. The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for the indication of 
allowable subject matter: Claims 24, 27, 36, 40, 44, 48, 52, 56, are allowable over 
the prior art of record because the Examiner found neither prior art cited in its 
entirety, nor based on the prior art, found any motivation to combine any of the 
said prior arts which teach or suggest a display unit with (1) a memory in which at 
least display unit Information is stored, where the display unit information includes 
identifying information of the display unit; (2) the display unit being capable of bi- 
directionally communicating with a video source, where display unit information Is 
communicated from the display unit to the video source; and (3) the display unit 
receives a signal from the video source that is generated based on at least a portion 
of the display unit information.
